NEW YORK, April 13.—(INS) 
Premier General Hideki Tojo 
warned Japan yesterday that “the 
current situation is steadily in- 
creasing in gravity” and that :n- 
creased measures must be taken 
to eliminate a. “unsettled feeling’ 
among the Japanese people. 

He called for every possible ef- 
fort to expand production for the 
war and reduce civilian consump- 
tion. 

The Japanese premier made 
these remarks at the opening ses- 
sion of a Tokyo conference of gov- 
ernors and other. prefectural and 
municipal officials. His address 
was broadcast to the Japanese cm- 
pire and recorded by the United 
States foreign broadcast intelli- 
gence service. 

New Measures. 

Toio declared that the govern- 
ment was framing new measures 
to stimulate war production. But 
he said it was vital that the Japa- 
nese people be made to “under- 
stand” Japan's war aims and re- 
main “in un Na with the govern- 
ment.

Henry J. Kaiser, the miracle shipbuilder, has 
coined a word. It is “presenteeism.” He must 
have coined it, as it cannot be found in the dic- 
tionary. 

There is such a word as “presentee,” but it 
does not mean what Mr. Kaiser would imply 
when he talks about “presenteeism.” 

As reported in an Associated Press dispatch 
from Portland, Ore., Mr. Kaiser wants the absen- 
teeism controversy turned to a discussion of pres- 
enteeism. 

“The talk about absenteeism has been grossly 
overdone,” the Pacific coast shipbuilder told 20,- 
000 workers at the plant of the Oregon Ship- 
building Corporation, his No. 1 yard and the na- 
tion’s outstanding producer of Liberty ships. 

“Out of this talk has come a picture of work- 
ers deliberately shirking their jobs in time of 
national crisis,” Mr. Kaiser said. ‘Nothing is 
farther from the truth. The facts are that in 
seven shipyards the presenteeism record was 93 
per cent in March, with one yard, Oregon Ship- 
building, turning out a freighter every other 
day.”

SHORT CAMPAIGN? WASHINGTON, April 13.—It is too 


early yet to hazard a final prediction, 
but there are growing indications that the Democrats will adopt the 
recent suggestion by Postmaster.General Frank C. Walker for 
a late national convention and a short presidential campaign next 
year, regardless of what the Republicans de- 
cide to do. 
When the proposal was first put forward by 
Mr. Walker, who is also the new national party 
chairman, the Republicans spurned it coldly. 
Judging from the-reaction of Harrison E, 
Spangler, the G. O. P. national chairman, Re- 
publicans regarded it suspiciously. They pro- 
fessed to see in it a ruse to delay the start of 
the campaign in a manner that would be ad- 
vantageous to Mr. Roosevelt, whom they regard 
as a certain fourth-term candidate. 
If the national nominating conventions are 
put off until August, instead of being held in 
June or July, as heretofore, the Republicans 
feel that there would be insufficient time in the 
campaign to properly present their candidate to the country. 

That would seem to indicate that the old-line leaders in the 
party are still determined to have no part’ of Wendell L. Willkie, 
but are planning to nominate some unknown who will have to be 
built up to presidential stature. 

Unquestionably some advantage would accrue to Mr. Roosevelt 
under those circumstances. He, of course, needs no introduction to 
the people. The only new appraisal that needs to be*made of him 
by the voters is in relation to the opposition candidate the Re- 


publicans offer against him. 

PROSPECTS If the Republicans put up a strong man, Mr. 
Roosevelt may be expected to win by no more 

than his 1940 majority. If a weak opponent is selected, he may 

go on to run away with the election pretty much as he did in 1936, 

when Alf Landon carried only two of the 48 states. 

That outlook at least seems to be warranted by the most recent 
polls—plus the assumption, of course, that the war is still going on. 
The last figures Dr. Gallup developed on the subject showed 58 
per cent of the people prepared to vote for Roosevelt again if the 
war is still with us, and only 44 per cent if it is not. 

There is a growing sentiment among party leaders for going 
ahead with Postmaster General Walker's suggestion, regardless of 
what the Republicans may do. A short campaign, they argue, will 
be more in keeping with the demands of the times. With the great- 
est war in history on our hands, the people are not likely to be- 
come overexcited by a presidential campaign. 


CONDUCIVE TO UNITY Moreover, it would be more con-

the bitterness of a long campaign. These quadrennial political 
battles always grow more intense the longer they are spread out.

ONE WORD MORE

JAPS OCCUPY U. S. We seem to be merrily going along, 
paying very little attention to the fact 


that the Japanese not merely are on United States soil but are dige- 
ging in, building airfields, and bringing up more troops. 

We can just hope that somone is taking care of it, as no doubt 
someone is. But the fact that the Japanese 
are on Attu and Kiska in increasing numbers 
isn't comfortable. Eventually, when we finish 
in Africa, we are going to have to do the job 
of driving them out. 

Those islands are United States soil just as 
much as Georgia or Maine. The methodical 
Japanese have hung in there, taking our bombe- 
ings, and are going ahead with two airfields. 

One of them officially is reported to be a 
long strip for bombers and the other a fighter 
strip. The narrow little island of Attu has the 
bomber strip. ° 

Once they get those bombing strips in and 
get planes and bombers in there, that spot will 
become one of the sorest ones we have. From 
those strips bombers could bomb Alaska with 
ease, could harry shipping, oppose any trans- 
port shuttles to Russia, and could protect their 
own shipping and supply lines. 

The prospect isn’t pleasing and it is going to cost us several 

days’ tough work and some men and planes to get them out. 
It was generally believed it was impos- 


THE IMPOSSIBLE sible to build an airport on those islands, 


In fact, the only persons I have talked to who had been there, 
shrugged off such a possibility. They said it simply was not pos- 
sible to build a landing strip on the tortured twists of volcanic rock 
which made up the islands. 

It was not all hand labor, by any means. The Japanese brought 
in bulldozers, trucks and light carts. The labor battalions with 
their picks and shovels did the real job of putting down the small 
stones which the bulldozers and dynamite prepared. Several hun- 
dred of their men must have been killed. But, even so, the fact 
they are able to build two airports which were considered too 
rugged and tumbled to such building, is evidence of the tenacity 
and the planning of this foe. 

Our air force in that area has written a record of heroism which 
the nation hasn't heard about. The weather there, winter and 
summer, is almost constantly rain, cloud and mist. Summer brings 
an occasional clear day, but rarely are there as many as two in. 
succession. 

Our fliers have flown there in weather conditions which were 
indescribable. They said, and with some truth, that when one 
could see the co-pilot one had good flying weather. 

They had not any hope, or rather but the slightest of hopes, if 
shot down or forced down by damage to a plane. A man could not 
live but a few minutes in those icy waters. 

The Japanese had plenty of time. ‘There were days on days 
when the fog was so heavy their ships could come and go, bringing 
men and supplies, without any danger of detection. Sometimes 
these periods stretched into weeks. They could go on with the 
terrific, back-breaking work of building a landing strip without 
interruption, 

With the coming of spring, our bombers got in more work. But, 
even so, there has not been enough of it to halt the work. Indeed, 
the report ironically says that the rock blasted by the bombs goes 
into the making of the runways on the two islands, 


THE TEAM METHOD While we have not been able, and 


will not be able, to do consistent dame 
age, the lesson is plain that. bombing alone is not enough. 

The plane, the tank, and the infantry must work as a unit to 
become really effective. Not until our ships and men come under 
the shelter of planes will we upset the Japs on the islands. 

Our plan, and I see no reason to criticize it, was to use our 
equipment where it would do the most good. Undoubtedly our 
planes have prevented any major move to the islands. We did not 
have enough planes and men and ships to lose in an engagement in 
those islands. ‘The push in Africa was in the making and we 
needed what we had for that. 

Our process has been a sort of nagging one. 

What the next phase will be remains in the future. Obviously, 
we cannot let the Japs get too much strength there. Once they have 
got landing strips in operation, they will bring in more men and 
occupy other islands in the chain which reaches up to Dutch Harbor 
and Alaska. We undoubtedly plan large operations from Dutch 
Harbor.- In fact, bombers could take off from there and 
Tokyo. And beyond. 

Before we begin that we will have to clear off the 
the islands.

Are we so vain that 
we must pat ourselves on the back and feel complacent in spite of 
any failure? Are we so childish that we must look on the bright 
side only and protect ourselves from ugly facts? What do we 
hope. to gain by it? 

In time of peace it is wise and decent to look on the bright 
side; to believe in our fellow men; to hope for the best; to ignore 
as best we can the unpleasant things that cannot be changed. 

But we are fighting for our lives. We must be realists to save 
ourselves. To be complacent, or ignore dangers, or underestimate 
the evils that beset us is stupid and ruinous. We've got to search 
out and correct every weakness and fault and folly that handicaps 
our war effort, for every ounce of our strength will be needed to 
win 

Millions of devoted patriots are doing all they can, but they can’t 
do the job alone. 

What of the farm workers who quit producing desperately needed 
food to get more money in town? 

What of the young doctors in eastern and other cities who, 
according to their own professional journal, will not fill their quota? 

What of stee] makers whose product is so rotten that a ship made 
of it breaks in two and enemy shells cut it like cheese? 

What of workers who change jobs so frequently that a great war 
factory has a labor turnover of 110 per cent? 

What of labor leaders who disrupt production by fighting for 
dues-paying members? 

What of unions that foster “feather-bedding” and require two 
or more men to do the work of one? 

What of bureaucrats who are harboring thousands of draft-age 
men in unnecessary jobs? 

What of the grafters and wasters and incompetents uncovered 
by a senate committee? j 

These and their kind are not doing their part to save our coune 
try.

“He loved peace and loved lib- 
erty—vet on more than one occa- 
sion he was forced to choose be-

The President spoke to an out- 
door crowd of several thousand 
persons gathered at the foot of 
the memorial built on made 
ground in Potomac park’s tidal 
basin. 

In commemorating the 200th 
anniversary of Jefferson’s birth, 
Mr. Roosevelt said the author of 
the Declaration of Independence 
proved that the “seeming eclipse 
of liberty can well become the 
dawn of more liberty. Those who 
fight the tyranny of our own time 
will come to learn that old lesson.” 

The memorial temple, which the 
President said he was dedicating 
as a shrine to freedom in a great 
war for freedom, cost $3,000,000. 
It is a circular structure built in 
modification of the Pantheon at 
Rome, with 26 Ionic columns top- 
ped with a huge white dome. 

Inside between two American 
flags stands a 19-foot plaster 
statue of the philosopher of Mon- 
llo which will be done in 
onze after,the war.

If it is all right for service men to play for the 
enjoyment of service men, then it necessarily follows 
that it should be all right for others to play for the 
benefit of civilians who are otherwise engaged in 
aiding the war effort. 

The young—and old—men playing professional 
baseball today are not out of the service except for 
family reasons, overage or reasons of physical handi- 
caps. No players have been deferred just to play 
baseball. 

What is more natural than for service teams tg engage 
professional teams in baseball? Most of the service play- 
ers were pros themselves. , 

The gates are thrown open to service men at no cost. 
Civilians pay to help defray the expense of the games. 

In regular season service men have a place to go for 
recreation. No better place than a baseball park. A lot 
of worse places, indeed. It gives them something to do 
when thevy’re off the reservation. And at no cost, except 
for a bag of peanuts, a hot dog or a bottle of pop. _ 

If such games as baseball are worth while in 
peacetime, when there are no restrictions on travel 
or anything else, for that matter, then they should 
be doubly worth while in times of war. 

Places people can go and the things people can do are 
verv restricted. Baseball offers 70 games during a home 
season, barring rain. It interferes with nothing and offers 
pleasure to many, many thousands. 

If the time comes when there aren’t enough men left 
tn plav. it will automatically end. And its purpose will 
have been served while it continued. The men who play 
++ have to be in good physical condition. They are fit, in 
most cases, for any eventuality.
